Whereas under section 10 of the State of Arunachal Pradesh Act, 1986 (69 of 1986), the total 
number of seats in the Legislative Assembly of ArunachalPradesh be filled by persons chosen by direct 
election shall be sixty, out of which fiftyninc seats shall be reserved for the Scheduled Tribes; 

And whereas the Election Commission is required by sub-section (I) of section 14 of the said Act 
to distribute the said seats to single-member territorial constituencies and delimit them having regard 
to the provisions of the Constitution and the provisions of clauses (a) and (b) of that sub-section; 

And whereas the proposals of the Election Commission for the delimitation of the sixty Assem¬ 
bly Constituencies in the State were published in the Gazette of India and in the Gazette of Arunachal 
Pradesh on 24th April, 1989; 

And whereas all objections and suggestions received in relation tothe said proposals have been 
considered at public sittings held at Bomdila, Miao and Itanagar on 25th, 27th and 29th May, 1989, res- 
pecively; 

Now, therefore, I hereby determine as follows ; 

(a) the territorial constituencies into which the S u ' of Arunachal Pradesh shall be divided for the 
purpose of elections to the Legislative Assembly and the extent of each such constituency shaP 
be as shown in the Table below; 
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(b) where the name of a constituency as shown in the Tabic is distinguished by the brackets and 
letters “(ST)", the seat in that constituency is reserved for the Scheduled Tribes.
